Six weeks ago Chief of Police Campbell 
told the Post-Dispatch that he could make 
$3000 a week if he would permit the slot ma- 
chines tc run in St. Louis. 

He said also that if he would permit the 
Operation of a faro game he could make 
$100,000 In six months. 

That is one side of the story of gambling 
in St. Louis; the side that has to do with 
alleged attempted bribery. 

The other side was told in the columns of 
the Post-Dispatch, which has conclsively 
shown that gambling exists in St. 
without molestation by the police depart- 
ment, of which Mr. Hawes is the official 
head and of which Chief Campbell is the 
executive officer. 

The Post-Dispatch published a list of 29 
Flot machines, all of them gambling de- 
vices, which were In operation after these 

- alleged offers of bribes were and 
which are still in operation despite the pow- 
er of the police department 
them.

The Post-Dispatch also published the fact 
that a farc game was operated at the Four- 
teenth Street Theater after Chief Camp- 
bell'’s statement that he could make $100,000 
in six months if he would permit a faro 
game to run in St. Louis.

President Hawes of the police board said 
to the Post-Dispatch Friday: 

“I have hesitated to talk about this offer 
of $3000 a week, made to me, because |!

who made the offer. I had no witnesses.

son, widow of the cashier of the Traders’ 


Fire Insurance Co., who died of a broken 


heart a few days ago in Roosevelt Hospital, 
will take the witness stand and disclose the 
name of the man who, she says, looted the 
company and ordered her husband to falsify 
his reports to the state insurance examiner 
to conceal the real criminals. 

District Attorney Gardiner said today: 

“IT am determined that this matter shall 
be probed and all guilty ones punished, no 
matter on whom the ax may fall. If these 
prominent men have violated the law, they 
should be punished as much as the poor, ig- 
norant lawbreaker.’”’ 

It developed today that all of the million- 
aire directors of the defunct Traders’ Fire 
Insurance Co., against the management of 
which ‘sensational charges of fraud are 
made, sold out their stock last June when 
the company was known to be insolvent. 

The stock was sold to L. D. Garrett, an in- 
surance expert, for 25 cents on the dollar, 
and in all he paid the directors $40,000,

REPORT THAT SHE WILL BLOCK-

AMERICA’S FLEET GOING OUT. 


Divergence of Opinion as to the Atti- 
tude of the Powers on the 
German Note. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—The latest sig- 
nificant move in China is being made by 
Russia. It is said the Czar will blockade 
all Chinese naval ports, tn consequence of 
the hostile attitude of the Chinese fleet at 
Shanghai, and send fast cruisers from the 
allied squadrons to protect their transports. 

Russian troops are massing around Kir- 
in, in Manchuria, where there are 5000 Chi- 
nese. 

Of the six warships which were last week 
ordered to proceed to the Orient to re-en- 
force the Asiatic squadron, the Albany and 
the Wilmington already have started on 


their long journey. 

It was expected that the big battleship 
Kentucky would not be delayed beyond a 
few days in her sreparetiens, but after go- 
ing into dry dock in New York yesterday 
it was decided to make some changes, 
which will delay her three weéks. The prin- 
cipal alterations will be made in connec- 
tion with her turret guns. 

There is a wide divergence of opinion as 
to the attitude of the powers on the Ger- 
man note. Some officials here contend that 
when the replies to Germany are all made 
sublic. that all the powers, with the possi- 
ble exception of Italy and Austria, will be 
ranged on the side of the United States.

ROOSEVELT BADLY TREATED BY 
COLORADO AUDIENCES. 


VOICE DROWNED BY JEERS. 


The Vice-Presidential Candidate Cha- 
grined Over Repeated Rough 
Greetings. 


SALIDA, Colo., Sept. 28.—Roosevelt’s 
greeting here was only a shade less an- 
noying than at Victor, where he was struck 
on the breast by one of a crowd. 

When the train pulled into the depot from 
Leadville the arrivals were greeted with 
cat calls, hisses and shfill whistling chat 
fcould not be suppressed during the sojourn 
of the party. 

In turn, Roosevelt, Wolcott and Frank C. 
Goudy, candidate for governor, tried to 
speak, but were shouted down and their 
voices drowned in a din of unspeakable 
volume. The audience consisted largely of 
employes of the Rio Grande, to whom the 
Colorado senator essayed to appeal in the 
name of the railway, but his efforts were 
futile, and he was forced to desist. Cries 
of ‘‘Couer d'Alene,” and “‘What did you do 
to our silver mines?’ filled the air, broken 
with calls for Roosevelt to say something 
about silver. 

Despite the demand, no time was accorded 
the candidate to reply, and when it was 
seen that the audience was not inclined to 
be even tolerant, Senator Wolcott gave the 
signal for the train to = out.

DREYFUS ENGAGED 


PHILIPPINE JUNTA WILL SEND 
HIM TO AID AGUINALDO. 


TO REORGANIZE THE TAGALS. 


Cuban Junta Is Asked to Contribute 
Arms and Money to Aid the Cause 
of the Filipinos. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch, 
(Copyright. 1900.) 

HAVANA, Sept. 28.—The Philippine junta 
here has received a communication from 
Agoncillo, the Filipino agent in Paris, as- 
serting that Capt. Dreyfus has been engaged 
to aid Aguinaldo in reorganizing the Tagal 
forces. 

At the last meeting of the Havana junta 
letters were also read urging the members 
to increase the monied remittances and in- 
structing them to obtain any arms possible 
from Cuban sympathizers and to ship them 
by the Spanish line, consigned to the junta 
to Hong Kong. 

These propositions provoked a hot discus- 
sion, resulting in the resignation of Her- 
nando Cisneros, who organized and held the 
presidency of the Havana junta. He says 
the monies heretofore collected and _ for- 
warded were intended for hospital purposes 
only, and he opposes Agoncillo’s proposition 
that munitions of war be bought and 
shipped. from here or that an effort be made 
to interest the Cubans in the Tagal strug- 

le. 

Cisneros served two years in the Philip- 
pine rebel army, reaching a captaincy be- 
fore Manila was occupied by the Amerti- 
cans, when he came wounded to the United 
States to recuperate, and thence to Cuba. 

He is a friend of Rizal and was educated 
in England and New York, after graduating 
in Spain and Rome.

At the joint or intersection technically known as a frog, | 
blocks of woud cr metal are sometimes used to fill the space | 
where the foot of a passer-by might become fixed. This pre-| 
caution is not always regarded on the steam railways. On 
the electric railways which are being built along country | 
roads it is seldom or: never used. Yet it is much more neces- 
Sary there than on the steam road. 

, The so-called guard rai] is dangerous because it flares or 
widens out at the end, thus making an opening which is very 
Vikely to become a trap for the foot of a passer-by. These 
Buard rails are not needed where the road is built with safe 
curves and grades. They are makeshifts to prevent cars from 
leaving the track at places where well laid tracks should be 
sufficient without such rails 

State and city legislatures cannot do a more useful work 
than to compel railway builders to make ff®gs and other por- 
tions of railway tracks as safe as invention and knowledge 
Will permit. Such sacrifice of human life as this case exém- 

_plifies are unnecessary and should be guarded against by law.

Wash them twice—on the bunches and 
after picking. Line a deep piedish with 
half-inch crust, the best you can make, 
put in the grapes, with all the sugar 
that will lie between them, heaping the 
fruit a little in the middle. Put on the 
top crust, cut cross-slits In the middle 
and fold back the corners to leave an 
open square. Set the dish in ‘a quick 
oven, and while your pie bakes make a 
sauce, using half a cup of butter, one 
cup of sugar and one tablespoonful of 
boiling water. Stir well over hot water 
and flavor with lemon juice or grated 
nutmeg, according to taste. When the 
pie is nearly done take it out, pour in the 
sauce through the opening in the crust, 
return it to the oven, do not overbake 
it, but keep it bot until ready to serve. 
Delaware grapes 


Grape Pudding are best for this 


dish. Wash, pick and flour well before 
putting into batter. A heaping pint of 
picked grapes makes a fair-sized pud- 
ding. For the batter beat four eggs 
very light, whites and yolks separate, 
mix smoothly with the yolks half a pint 
of milk and one pint of flour, sifted 
twice. Add half a cup of butter beaten 
to a cream, and last of all the whites of 
eggs, stirring them in with long swift 
strokes, all the same way. The grapes 
go in at the very last, and the bag or 
the pan ought to be ready before they 
are added. Boll the pudding three hours 
and serve with the richest possible 
sauce. For a baked pudding half the 
white of egg may be kept and turned 
into a meringue. Serve with the same 
rich sauce.

GOOD WAYS TO USE GOOD GRAPES. - 


Stew the picked grapes 

Gr ape Roll “Sun. ser aaeeee 
weight of sugar and only water enough 
to save from scorching. Let chem cool. 
For baked roll make a dough of two 
eggs, one cup of milk, one-half cup of 
lard or butter and one pint of sifted 
flour. Roll it out in long ovals, spread 
the upper surface of them quickly with 
stewed grapes, roll up, pinch the ends 
well, and lay in a buttered dish. Set the 
dish to bake, and twice in the course of 
the baking pour over the rolls a sauce 
of butter and sugar, mixed wtih boiling 
waiter. Serve the rolls with the same 
sauce, only richer, and flavor with nut- 


meg or lemon peel. 
Wash the fruft 
Preserved Grapes “\"" then sep- 
arate the pulp from the skin, putting 
the pulp into one saucepan and the skins 
into a preserving kettle. Cook the pulp 
until it is soft, and then put it through 
a colander to remove the seeds. Put the © 
pulp with the skins and allow one and 
one-half pounds of sugar to every four 
pounds of fruit. Place the kettle over 
the fire and heat slowly until the mix- 
ture comes to a boil. Cook five minutes 
and turn into heated glass jars and seal. 
Grapes cooked in this manner make de- 
licious pies during the winter. 


Grape sherbet is 
Grape Sherbet ore ot ine mont 
delicious of ices. It is made by mixing 
together two cupfuls of grape julce, two 
cupfuls of cold water, the juice of four 
lemons and one and three-quarters cup- 
fuls of sugar. Freeze and allow it to re- 
main packed for three hours at least, 
as the flavor is improved by the freez- 
ing process.

HUGE MOLAR OF A MASTODON. 


Valuable Prehistoric Deposits Un- 
earthed at St. Albans, Mo., Sixty 
Miles From Kimmswick. 


Further evidence of valuable prehistoric 
deposits near Rt. Albans, Mo., was un- 
earthed Thursday when a huge mastodon 
molar was taken from a gravel pump op- 
erated by Contractor William M. Mitchel 
on the gravel bar on the Missouri river, a 
few miles from that place. 

Mr. Mitchell has the tooth at his office in 
the Laclede Building, and experts who 
have examined it pronounce it one of the 
finest specimens ever discovered. 
rified and only small 
missing. 

Its length is 6 inches, 
and thickness 4 inches. 

“T am sure there are profuse rrehistoric 
deposits about St. Albans,’ said Mr. Mitch- 
ell. *‘This is not the first evidence of their 
presence by any means. The farmers in 
the neighborhood have told me of unearth- 
ing specimens that would have sold for 
thousands of dollars if their value had 
been realized, and they had been placed 
on the market. But the residents of the 
locality were so used to them that they 
excited no comment and were thought to be 
worthless. Consequently. those digged up 
have been allowed to lie exposed to the 

elements until they have been broken and 
the ‘ir particles scattered. 

‘As an fillustration, I am informed that 
a jawbone-of a prehistoric animal lay on the 
very gravel bed where I am dredging for six 
years and nobody thought it was worth 
anything. It was over 6 feet long and 
its other dimensions were huge. It would 
have been very valuable if saved. 

“St. Albans is 60 miles from Kimmswick, 
but it is probable that the prehistoric de- 
posits at the two places are continuations 
of one. I believe that the one at St. A\}- 
bans would be found to as rich in relics 
of the past as that at Kimmswick.’
